The Coroner’s Inquest Over the Body of 
Young Cassidy. 

Deputy Coroner O'Neil held an inquest this

The lad realized his 
danger and endeavored to esc..pe, but before 
he succceded in getiing off tue track the car 
caught him, crushing him down, and tWo of 
the wheels passed over bis legs, above the 
knees, mangling them in a_ terrible 
manner. He was extricated from 
his perilous position and taken to the City 
Hospital, where both legs were amputated. [t 
was at first thought that he might recover, but 
hig nervous system had sustained such a shock 
that death resulted ina few hours. The ver 
dict in the case was an accidental death.

I[ was taken 
a good way out, and kept therefor ten min- 
utes, but lI justlaidon my back and let the 
siwall waves break over me,but when a big one 
came 1 gotin with it so completely cxhausted 
as not to be able to walk from tbe water to the 
bathing-house witbout resting. There was no 
boat or any Man around in the wate., but Drs. 
Muiray and McLeam; the rest were women and 
chiiuren.

Decision of the Notary in the Bosse vs. 
New York Life Suit. 


Messrs. Hill, McBeth, Fox and Weeman 
are Not Sent to Jail. 


Judge Gottschalk Will at Once Enter Another 
Suit in the State Court. 


A lively time wx3 lwexed ivi VV the reporters 
this morning at Judge Gottschalk’s office. It 
will be remembered that last Thursday Judge 
Gottschalk commenced taking depositions in 
the suit of Charles Bosse against the New York 


Life Insurance Company. The company was | 


represented by its attorneys, Mr. Fred. C.Jnd- 
son and Mr. Alex. Martin, and among the wit- 
nesses summoned were Mr. William S. Hill, 
general agent of the New York Life in this city, 
Mr. J. R. McBeth, also an insurance agent,and 
Mr. T. W. Fox and Mr. John H, Weeman. The 
suit was instituted by Mr. Charles Bosse, to re- 

cover the amount of apolicy of insurance in 
the New York Li‘e, issued to his brother, Fred. 
Bosse. The latier’s life was insured in three 
companies for the sum of $37,000, andinra 
short time Mr. Fred. Pocse died, under 
what were considered suspicious cir- 
cumstances. Mersrs. Hill and McBeth, 


as avents of two of the companies, filed an affi- 

davit with the Coroner, calling for an investi- 

gation, a'leging that tue deceased was poison- 
ed. A post-mo1.em examination was held, but 
not-aces of po'son were discovered, and the 
conclus‘on arrived at by the physicians was 
that Fred Bosse died of Addison’s disease. 
Tbe Northwestern, of Milwaukee, thereupon 
paid the amount of its policy, 
but the other companies still refused to 
pay. Accordingly, suit was inst‘tuted against 
the New York Life for the amount of its polic y 
by Charles Bosse, to whom Fred Bosse bad ¢:- 
signea his policies. The proccecdin’s were 
taken in the state Circuit Court, but were af- 
terward transfericd to the United States 
Court, and the depositions, of course, had to 
be taken subjccttothe rules and regulations 
of that tribunal. 

Last Thursday all the witnesses, with the ex- 
eeption of Dr. Auler, the Coroner, retu.ed to 
answer the Guestions put to them, and Judge 
Gott: chalk, as aicoruey for tie plaintlf, asked 
the notury, Mr. Bechtolsheim, 
for contempt. Messrs. Jud:on and Marvin con- 
tended that the proceedings were taken with- 
out warravt of the law, that there was 
no authority for takine the depositioas, 
that the procedings were taken solely witna 
view to pubiication in the vewspapers, and 
they further asserted that they would hold the 
notary responsible if be should commit the 
witnesses. In this dilemma, Mr.}Bechtolsbei:n, 
the notary, adjournca the proceedines until 
to-day. in order to take the imatter under 
advisement and obtain legal advice on 
the subject. On _ his decision it, thereiove, 
depended whetber Messrs. Hill, McBeth, Fox 
and Weeman should be committed to jail to- 
day or not. 

At eleven o’clock Judge Gottschalk, Messrs. 
Judson and Martin aad two of the witnesaes, 
Fox and Weeman, were present to hear the 
ef s decision.

Preparations have been about completed for 
the removal of the general offices of the Ohio 
and Mississippi Railroad to Cincinnati, andthe 
change willtake place Octoberl.

Great credit is due 
Mr. Johg) King, Jr., the receiver, for the ad- 
mirable mannerin which he has managed the 
road sisce ithas been in his hands. For some 
time the O. and M. has beer remarkably pros- 
perous. Its earnings for August are 
unprecedented in the history of the line. The 
rates sre good, and the only trouble in the way 
is alack ofcars. There were never before such 
heavy cfferings ef freight, and there is every 
indication of an increase for the month of Sep- 
tember. It may be safely said, therefore, that 
the Ohio and Mississippi is in a fair way to re- 
cover from all past embarrassments and ba- 
come one of the best paying institutions of the 
country.

Some ot the points 
covered are the tollowing: Rules concerning 
cash fares; concerning honoriny tickets, pass- 
es, etc.; cancellation of tickets; issue of omni- 
bus or transfer tickets; stop-overchecks. Un- 
der the head of ‘‘General instructions,’’ two 
extracts demand publication, us ilustrating 
the care and consideration shown by this coun- 
try toits traveling patrons: 

‘*‘Conductors will not allow a_ greater 
of persens in cars chartered for 
than such cars wiil comfortably 


number 
excursions 
seat.’’ 

‘‘Any courtesy shown to pasengers on thetrain 
reflects credit onthe road you represent. If 
old or infirm persons, or ladies. are found on 
the train without tickets, conductors would 
render acceptable service by purchasing tickets 
forthem, and thus save them annoyance and 
trouble. The same kindly attention in 
all cases, where trom any cause they are 
found in trouble, will not fail to meet with ap- 
proval.’’ 

The Kansas City Ticket Brokers. 

The Kansas City ticket brokers are said to be 
a bungry, pestiferous set. Theyare all bunch- 
ed up in some little shanty offices just across 
the street north of the Union Depot, and they 
lay in wait for travelers like cayotes 
for a wounded butialo. It is im- 
possible for &® man with a carpet- 
bag to co along the sidewalk, anywhere in that 
vicinity, without being set upon by balf a dozen 
cheeky fellows who want to know where he is 
going, how long heis going to stay, and nu- 
merous other facts with which it would appear 
that a stranger had no business. These brokers 
at Kansas City are not legitimate brokers, but 
they are ‘*scalpers’’ in the strict 
and original sense of the word. They are 
a hungry, brassy set that ought to be set down 
upon by the railroads or the police. No such 
thing would be tolerated in st. Louis or any 
other large city. If such conduct were attempt- 
ed here the offender would be bounced off to 
a police station in the twinkling ot an eye. 
Ticket brokerage is a legitimate business when 
itis carried on in a legitimate way, but as itis 
at Kansas City it is a species of robbery. 

The St. Louis and San Francisco, 

The St. Louis and San Francisco Railroad 
Company are rapidly pushisg their new line 
to Wichita, Kansas. It runs from Oswego,and 
will be about 150 mileslong. It is expected 
that 100 miles of grading and stone work will 
be completed by January 1, and that 
all the grading and stone work for the whole 
line will be completed by March 1. Track lav- 
ing has already commenced at the Oswego end 
of the new line. Several miles have been laid, 
and it isthe determination to laya mile a day 
from thison. The new road will doa large 
business, as it progresses into the new country. 
The farmers all along the route are storing 
their grain, and will wait and ship it over the 
st. Louis and San Francisco Road. Last year 
there were 6.000 cars of grain shipped trom 
Wichita. Alithat portion of Kansas is a heavy 
grainegrowing region, and also produces large 
quantities of castor beans. When the new 
line is«finished it will bring to St. Louis 
at least 3,500,000 * bushels of grain 
annually that now seeks other 
markets, and its value to this city will be very 
great. Itisaroad that works for St. Lonis 
first, lastand allthe time, and is now being 
well rewarded for the hard struggle it has had 
in penetrating a new and thinly populated 
countrv. This road is now doing an immense 
Texas business. It does all the Texas busi- 
ness formerly done by the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas,and much more in addition. 
It is a much more direct line to Northern Texas 
than around by Sedalia over the M., K. andT., 
and as a consequence its ‘_ yor both ways 
are constantly increasing. It now takes out 
two Pullman sleepers every night for Texas, 
by way of Vinita. 

Fixing the St. Louis Pool. 

The Board of Railroad Arbitration, com- 
posed of Charles Francis Adams, Jr., David A. 
Wells and J. A. Wright, have issued a circular 
in regard to the formation of a pool for east 
bound dead freight from this city. The cireu- 
lar goes off to say that the five railroads 
going east from S&t. Louis had made an 
attempt to agree on an apportionment of denc 
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i of Arbiters took the matter up, and as 
heir decision they say: 

Ve now decide that all business, either lo- 
cay or originally at St. Louis, or coming to it 
ircgn points beyond, and no other, shall be in- 
clyded in the present apportionment, and we 
jufther recommend to the Joint Executive 
Committee the reorganization of the late 
Southwestern Railway Association, or the 
formation of one or more _ additional 
points tor apportionment north or 
west of St. Louis, as eteps essential in our 
oe tothe permanency and _ efficiency 
of the present divisions. Meanwhileit is un- 
derstood that established rates will be main- 
tamed by the Commissioners at all Mississippi 
River points not included in the present appor- 
tionment. Upon this basis we herewith for- 
ward you our award of percentages.’’ Te 
percentages are as follows: Indianapolis and 
St. Louis, 20; Chicago and Alton,20; Vandalia, 
20; Ohio and Mississippi, 20; Wabash, 20. 


So it appears that the war between the five 
roads leading East is now atanend. How long 
it will remsin so is questionable of course, but 


there is reason to believe that rates will not be 
disturbed again tor some time. 


Increase of Railroad Business. 

Some conception of the increase of the rail- 
road business of the railroads running into St. 
Louis may be gained from the following table 
ot receipts of leading articles at this point since 
January 1, 1879, up to date, as compared with 
the same time last year. It will be seen that 
the largest increase is in wheat and meats. The

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Progress of the United States in 
Diplomacy. 


The Departure of Mr. Welsh—The Fisheries 
Question and What England Thinks of It. 


[From the London Times. ] 

To-day Mr. John Welsh, the Minister Pleni- 
potentiary of the United States atthe Court 
of St. James, leaves London, and to-morrow 

<A . * . . 
he will stil from Liverpool tor Philadelphia in 
one ot the steamers of the American line of 
transatiantic packets. Mr Welsh’s retirement 
willcause general regret in this country, but 
itis satisfactory to teel that it bas not been 
due to any public difficulty arising on this 
or on the other side of the Atlantic. Domestic 
bereavements following one another in rapid 
succession have determined Mr. Welsh to 
retire from official life and toreturn to his na- 
tive land. He withdraws ata favorable mo- 
ment trom a position which he has filledin a 
manner equally gratifying to his own country- 
men and tothe English people. He leaves no 
clamorous arrears of unsettled questions to 
his successor. Theonly topic or controversy 
which has arisen during the period ot Mr. 
Welsh’s mission, and which remains open for 
further Ciplomatic effoits, is the claim of the 
Unitea States with fespect to the British 
North American fisheries. With this difficulty, 
inceed, Mr. Welsh has been 
chiefly occupied since his arrival in 
London a couple of years ago, and he has 
brought one phase of it toacritical point by 
cepositing last week withthe Foreign Secre- 
tary a demand for damages amounting to 
$103,0V0, Onthe score of the Fortune's Bay 
outrage. But this is atrivial matter, which, 
so far as we can see, excites only the most lan- 
guid interest in the United States, whi'ein this 
country it is scarcely remembered or under- 
stood. Informer days, however. disputes as 
insignificant stirred up bad blood in both coun- 
tries. There wasa prevailing bitterness of feel- 
ing which was conspicuous as wel! in society as 
in politics. When the slave power was domin- 
antinthe American government the policy of 
the republic was provocative, if not aggressive. 
Boundary questions, complications touching 
the slave trade, pretensions menacing the Brit- 
ish North American colonies, open encourage- 
ment of Irish disuffection and of conspiracies 
against the British power were incessantly ap- 
pearing in the politics ot the United States. The 
janguage of public men Was often needlessly 
irritating. In this country the deiwmeanor was 
hardiy more conciliatory. Americans and 
American institutions were treated with scant 
courtesy. Few took the trouble to understand 
them. Writers of ability and even of genius 
who visited the United States piled up the 
cairn of prejudice and exaggerated the carica- 
tures which were accepted as representing 
American charaeter and manners. Even whea 
the two countries came to KnOwW One another 
better, causes of alienation—some substantial, 
others sentimental—still remained and sur- 
vived the settlement of the Treaty of Wash- 
ington. But at last we appear to have reached 
a point at which old feuds have faded out of 
sight. Itis manifest that in the United States, 
asin this country, allexeepta very small mi- 
nority of the people are desirous, Not only that 
the two great English-speaking States should 
be at peace, but that theirfrienodly iutercourse 
should not be interrupted by any suspicioas or 
jcealousics. 

CALM JUDGMENT NECESSARY. 

Seldom has this kindly disposition been more 
conspicuous than at the closeof Mr. Welsh’s 
mission ; never has it been more frankly shown 
than by the departing minister. We have every 
reason to believe that Mr. Welsh’s successor 
will follow the same course and give expres- 
sion to the same sentiments. The manner in 
which public opinion in the United States Las 
treated the fishery dispute is encouraging. In 
former times the controversy, small as itis 


and indirectly as it concerns this country, 
would probably have been discussed on the 
other side of the Atlantic in a manner hardly 
favorable toa good understanding. Sut the 
Americans in the present instance take 
a* sensible and dignified view of the matter. 
They perceive that the points in question 
are not only inconsiderab’e, but technical, and 
thut their settlement may fairly be left to a 
cautious and reasonable diplomacy. The ex 
isting arrangementis to come toanend some 
three years hence, when the privilege of free 
fishing in British-American waters, for which 
the Americans have had to pay £1,190,000 
under the Halifax award, will cease. Ameri- 
cans in general contend that they paid an ex- 
ecssive price for this privilege, and that 
it would be better to revert to the 
former situation, and, while abandoning 
any special rights of fisting granted by 
the treaty, to reimpose the duties on 
Canadian fish and fish oils which they had pre- 
viously enforced against Canada. The Senate 
last year went further, and resolved that a 
diplomatic effort ought to be made to termin- 
ate the existing arrange went, if possible, at 
once. This question is, ot course, entirely 
distinct trom the claim for damages in respect 
of the Fortune's Bay outrage put in by Mr, 
Welsh last week. Itis not denied on our part 
that the violence ot the Newfoundland fisher- 
men who attacked the Massachusetts fishing 
fleet und destroyed the seines, 
pretense of an infringement ’ 
the Americans of the local law, 
was inexcusable. The only questionis whether 
the Amerieans were within their right in defy- 
ing the locallaw. The point is a technical one 
and may be discussed without any heat on 
either side. We feel sure that Mr. Welsh would 
bave conducted inthe best spirit not onlv this 
discussion, but the larger question of policy 
involvedinthe proposal to abrogate the ex- 
isting arrangements as to the ftisheries. His 
sucessor will, doubtless, represent with equal 
good sense and good feeling the wishes ot his 
countrymen.

A RINGING PROTEST. 


That of Tammany Hall Against the Re- 
nomination of Gov. Robinson. 


How Tilden and Robinson Have ‘‘Reformed” 
the New York Democracy. 


[From Tammany Hall’s address, signed by 
two hundred members of the organization, 
representing every, election district in the city 
of New York.|] 


Chief among tbose who conspire against us 
is the present Governor of the State. 

He was a party tothe coalition by which the 
Democratic ticket was defeated last November, 
and by which nine Republicans were elected to 
the Assembly,tnree Republicans elected to Con- 
gress, and by which Republicans were chosen 
to thc important offices of District Attorney 
and City Judge. 

He, first among the Governors of this State, 
has abused his judicial power for partizan pur- 


poses. 
He has removed one Democrat from an office 


to which he was elected bythe people upon 
charges so slight, that 1n another case he dis- 
missed the same charges, although resting 


upon the same proofs. To make it clear what 
his purpose was, he appointed in the place of 
the cfficer whom he removed a notorious party 
to the coalition. He has since combined with 
the Mavor, whom the coalition elected, to gat 
contro! of our police, bitherto kept méasurea- 
bly free trom partisan influences. He has thus 
endangered the peace, the property and the 
lives of our citizens by weakening their ehief 
protection against vice andcrime. He has tor 
this end adopted methods which the courts 
bave adjudged to be illegal. 

It is certsvin that his intention is, by the ap- 
pointment of the Inspectors of Election, to ob- 
tain control of our ballots, so that, tf necessa- 
ry, he may change or suppress them to suit his 
purpose. 

He has consented tothe removal from office 
withouta heuring of citizens who could only 
be removed for cause. He has thusinjured the 
characters of men, and done a grievous wrong 
tosacred rights. To usethe language of his 
prececessor, by his couduct in these narticnu- 
lars he has become ‘‘liable to removal by im 
peachment.’’ 

He refused his consent to bills which had 
been carefully considered, and which the Lez- 
islature had passed, andunder which great 
economies in our Municipal Government might 
have been carried out. The taxpayers of New 
York are now paying two millions a year as 
the price of his neglect of duty. 

We charge that this was done at the instance 
of our political toes, who saw their cntef dan- 
gerin the success which was attending the ap- 
plication of home rule to this city. 

While flliing bis messages with denunciations 
of the new Cypitol, be has every year approv- 
ed large appropriations for it. 

He has refused to our farmers and other 
Jand owners the relief which would come froin 
a readjustment of the taxes, and from the just 
texation of personal property. We churge 
this to have been done in the interests of cor- 
porations. 

fhesides these and other offenses against u3, 
he has committed scts in his office touching 
the people of the whole State which you will 
do well gravely to consider. 

He vctoed the bills which made a complete 
codification of our laws—an enlightened and 
most beneficent measure. Tis, we charge, 
wes done at the request of pewerful corpora- 
tions, who donot wish thatthe people should 
know their rights andthe laws by which they 
may be protected and enforced. 

He has been and stillis an officer of corpor- 
ations, and bas been as goverror a most ser- 
viceable tool of railroad and insurance com- 
panies. In his last annual message he 
recommended that insurance companies and 
savings banks should betreed from State su- 
pervision. 

Iie isatrustee of the Mutual Lite Insurance 
Company of New York, acorporation whose 
reported use of its funds to corrupt the Legis. 
lature andinfluence elections requires a rigid 
scrutiny. 

He has opposed our canal system, and isthe 
autbor of the unfortunate amendment of the 
Constitution which, it is now seen, will, if nor 
abroguted, destroy those great channels of 
commerce. The policy of low tolls has peen 
carried through by Demoratic State officers, 
against his opposition both 4s Comptrolier and 
Governor. 

Contrary to the letter and spirit of the Con- 
stitution, he has made a political agent Super- 
intendent ot Public Works. Neverin our his- 
tory has the patronage connected with that de- 
partment been more unscrupulovsly used for 
the control of caucuses and conventions. ‘the 
result of this will be another period of waste 
and extravagence in our public works. 

The prisons are under similar influences.The 
Werdenship of the Auburn Prison has been the 
price at which an opponent was bought. The 
Superintendent of Prisons has been compelled 
to*™placein the Governor’s hands his resiz- 
nation, to be held at the Governor’s will, 
thus turning an office whicb, under the Consti- 
tution, is he!d for a fixed term an: during good 
bebavior into one whicn is held atthe Execu- 
tive pleasure. 

He has approved the oppressive contract 
system which has be~n introduced into the 
prisons—a system which subjects honest labor 
to aruinous competition and to degrading as- 
sociations. 

His pretensions to economy are ridiculous. 
The three hundred thousand dollars. which his 
apologists say was saved by his vetoes, wasin 
great purt made upof appropriations to pay 
debts owed by the State to its citizens, and 
which had been adjudicated and approved by 
the Board of Audit. His conduct in this par- 
ticular renders nugatory an important provi- 
sion of the Constitution, and affects tne honor 
and good fxith of the State. 

He has opposed the educational system of 
this State which the Democratic party crexted 
and hasupheld. Inthis particular he has of- 
fended the traditional policy of the party, and 
opposed the precepts of George Clinton, Thom- 
as Jefferson, Silas Wright and Horatio Sey- 
mour. 

In 1877 hé endeavored to procure the nom- 
ination of his fxuvorites to the State offices. 
Failing in this, be advised a bolt. But tinding 
little assistance from those to whom such ad- 
vice was viven, beeartered into a secret com- 
bination to defeat Allen C Beach, James 
Mackin and Augustus Schoonmaker, Jr., and 
to clect their Republican opponents. 

To this combination Frederick P. Olcott was 
a party—a young man without political expert- 
ence or standing, whom Gov. Kobinson had 
appointed to office, and who had been nomi- 
nated for clection at the Governor’s special 
request, and from a desire to consult his wishes 
so tar asthe publicinterests would permit. 

Ever since he took office Gov. Robinson has, 
by reason of physical infirmities, been incapa- 
bie of performing his duties. He has, tbere- 
fore, devolved matters of the utwost moment 
upon his son, whbo is bis private secretary. 
That this person has acted as Governor—has 
assumed to promise the executive signature to 
bills—has threatened that measures would be 
vetoed—has undertaken the negotiution of high 
and weighty executive business—has insisted 
that important representations which members 
of the Legislature and others desired to make 
to the Governor should be made to him—areall 
matters of notoriety and have grown to be a 
public scandal. 

The individual who thus acts as Governor of 
this State frequentiy appeurs as attorney for 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company. 

Fellow Democrats, Lucius Robinson had for 
years been our political opponent. He owed us 
cratitude not only for the honors we gave him, 
but even more for our generosity tohim. That 
eminent citizen and steadfast Democrat, Hora- 
tio Seymour, bas spoken of this peculiar obli- 
gation in the following language: 

‘‘It wovld be a grave impeachment of the 
honor of Gov. Robinson, to say that he would 
allow any discord to grow up in the Demoeratic 
party on his account. His convictions had lea 
him for many years to act against it. When his 
sense of duty led bim toact with it, he was 
gladly received and cordially supported for its 
highest honors, and by nene more generously 
than those against whom in the past he had 
thrown his votes at the polls.’’ 

We esk you, fellow-Democrats, whether 
Gov. Robinson has respected this high obliza- 
tion of gratitude and bonor. No; had he re- 
mained in the ranks of the enemy, he could not 
have done us a tithe ol the injury, which he

Their Good Health and Their Good Sense— 
Something About Their Life. 
[Cerrespondence of the Woman's Journ.) 

If we are to believe that ‘‘the first requisite 
of man isto be a good animal,’’ our Mexican 
sisters are vastly our superiors. Instead of 
perfect health being the exception, as I fear is 
too often the case with us, feebleness and ail- 
ings are rare. The women, asa rule, liveto a 
hale and hearty old age without even having 
heard of the thousand and one 
ailments that afflict their sex elsewhere. 
The young are vigorous and bear 
an almost unlimited number of children 
without apparent decrease of strength. This 
physical superiority does not seem traceable 
to any one cause. Perhaps it is the ‘‘survival 
of the fittest.’’ Children ars cared foria what 
would seem to us a most reckless manner. I 
have seen new born babes, for example,in bit- 
ing cold weather wrapped in a small cotton 
sheet, without other garment than a cambric 
shirt, and this is the usual custom in the best 
regulated households. There are no statistics 
et hand to support the assertion, but I judge 
the average number of birthsin a family to be 
from ten to twelve. A large percentage of 
these never reach maturity, and it is allowable 
to presume that those wno bave the most pow- 
er of endurance survive. 

Onthe other band, corsets are but little 
known, and the oid tashion of high-heeled 
shoes has never reached here. There are no 
retorm waists to supply the place of the cor- 
set, butthe skirtsare usually made light and 
worn with sacques, so that the outrages to the 
buwan form are jess glaring than in more 
civilized (?) communities. Steels, whaie- 
bones and tight-waisted dresses are for gala 
days only, andthen for the privi tew.

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THE ONEIDA COMMUNITY. 


John H. Noyes’ Message on the Aban- 
donment of Complex Marriages. 
[From the American Socialist (Official Organ.)] 

I hardly need remind the Community that 
we have always claimed freedom of con- 
science to change our social practices, and 
have repeatedly offered to abandon the offen- 
sive part ofour system of Communism if so 
required by public opinion. We have lately 
pledged ourselves in our publications loyally 
to obey the new legislation which may be in- 
stituted against us. Many of you will re- 
member that I have frequently said within the 
last yeartbat I did not consider our present 
social arrangements essential parts of our pro- 
fession as Christian Communists, and that we 
shall probably have to recede from them soon- 
er or later. I think the time has come for us 
to act on these principles of freedom, —_ I 
offer for your consideration the follown 
modifications of our practical platform: 

: propose: 

That we give up the practice of comple: 
mB dowd not as renouncing Lelief in the 
principles and prospective fin: lity of that in- 
stitution, but in deference to the public senti- 
ment which is evideutiy rising against it. 

2, That we place ourselves, not on the plat- 
form of the Sh: kers, on the one hand, nor of 
the world, on the other, but on Paul’s plat- 
form, Which allows marriage, but prefers 
celibacy. 

To carry out this change it will be necessary, 
first of all, that we should gointo a new and 
earnest study of the seventh chapter of First 
Corinthians, in Which Paul fully defines his 
position, and also that of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, 1n regard to the sexual relations 
pioper for the church in the presence of 
worldly institutions. 

If you accept these modifications the com- 
inunity will consist of two distinct classes— 
the married and the celibates—both leygiti- 
mate, but the latter preferred. 

W hat will remain of our Communism after 
these modifications may be defined thus: 

We shall hold our property and busi- 
nesses in common, as now. 

2. We shall live together in a common 
household and eat at a common table, as 
now. 

3. We shall have a common children’s de- 
partment, as now. 

4. We shat] have our dai ly evening meet- 
ings avdall our present means of moral and 
spiritual improvement. 

Surely, here is Communism enoughto hold 
us together and inspire us with heroism for a 
new career. With the breeze of general good 
will in cur favor, which even Prof. Mears has 
promised us on the condition of our giving up 
the *‘immoral features” of our system, what 
new wonders of success may we not hope for 
in the years to come! 

For my part, I think we have great reason 
to be thankful for the to'eration which has so 
long been accorded to our audacious experi- 
ment. Especially are we indebted to the 

autho rities and people of our immediate 
neighborhood for kindness and protection. It 
will be a good and graceful thing for us to re- 
lieve them at last of the burden of our unpop- 
ularity, and show the world that Christian 
Communism bas self-control and flexibility

MURDER WILL OUT. 


A Dark Deed Discovered After a Lapse 
of Eleven Years. 
|Frem the Howard County (Mo.) Advertiser. | 

Just before going to press we leara the out- 
lines of a horrible and revolting murder which 
was committed some eleven vears ago in the 
eastern part of the county, and has just been 
brought to light. It appears that some eleven 
years ago there resided in the eastern part of 
this county aman named Jackson, who very 
suddenly and mysteriously disappeared. The 
general supposition at the time was, and has 
ever since been, that he had run away to get rid 
of his family, though there was no good reason 
forsuch a conclusion. Some time after his 
disappearance, the mare he rode away was 
found below Rocheport,in Boone county, hav- 
ing been posted. ‘This caused some to think 
there might be a secret back of bis disappear- 
ance; still there was no trace of foul play,and 
as time wore on the circumstances almost 
passed from the minds of the public. But the 
old adage that ‘‘murder will out’’ was never 
more fully exemplified than in this instance. 

On Saturday last a number of young men 
from the neighborhood ofthe old home of the 
murdered man J: Caos ous 09 Rocheport, 
and among the niwwlcr Was a young man 
named Sam Crose. While i in Rocheport Crose 
filled his hide pretty full of benzine, and on 
his road home he became rather noisy and 
pugilistic. One of the boys told him to keep 
quiet, that he had never killed any one, 
and no one feared him. No, he said, he 
had never killed any one himself, but he 
had buried a man once that his father 


| killed. He was accused of not telling the 


truth, when he said he could show the place 
where he was buried. Sunday morning he 
was taken and told he must show where he 
had buried the man, which he did, and in dig- 
ging down the remains were found. Although 
the body was entirely decomposed, it was 
identified by the peculiar buttons worn on his 
coat at the time of his murder 

Young Crose made aclean breast and told 


| the circumstances of the killing—that his 


father had done the deed for the sum of $ 100 
which Jackson had, and which his father re- 
covered. The murderer now resides in Boone 
county, and our informant stated that an ofli- 
cer had gone after him when he left the 
neighborhood. 

The discovery bas created considerable ex- 
citement in the immediate vicinity. We will 
give our readers the facts when we learn them 
more fully.

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A PROSSEB CAR. 


A Contrivance Which It Is Claimed Is 

Destined to Revolutionize Freights. 

| Chicago Letter to the London Times. ] 

But, low as the freights are now, a newly- 
invented car has been devised by which it is 
claimed the actual cost of transportation can 
be reduced one-half. This is called the 
‘* Prosser car,’’and is made of steel or iron,in 
the shape of a cylinder, with flanged wheel 
tires, extending round the circumference like 
hoops on a barrel. The load rests almost en- 
tireiy on the rail, and the weight of the frame 
work only rests on the axle. Itis as ifa bar 
were put through a hogshead of tobacco and 
traces attached to the extremities of 
the axle, the circumference of 
the hogshead forming its own 
wheel. It is c aimed to have been demon- 
strated by actual trial that a speed of four 
miles per hour, and the centrifugal force caus- 
ed thereby, will hold the grain tirmly without 
intermotion to the inside surface of the cylin- 
der, and, if the car be not full, there will be 
in the center surrounding the axle a cylindri- 
al body of air. The framework holding these 
two cylinders together weighs only three tons 
instead of ten tons, the ordinary weight of a 
common car, while it takes up only one-half 
of the room on the track, and the power neces- 
sary to draw a load on a six-foot wheel must 
be very much less than with a two-and-a- 
halt-foot-wheel. It 1s also a nice question in 
mechanics, or the resolution of forces, wheth- 
er, since by this centrifugal force e com- 
modity inthe upper portion of the cylinder 
loses its gravity, it may not in some degree 
actually eesen the weight to be drawn.

An Interview With Wm. Ward, 
Her Murderer. 


He Claims to Have Been Crazed by Drink 
when He Perpetrated the Crime. 


Annie Lewis, a handsome mulatto girl, fif- 
teen years of age, lies in a coffin at the Morgue 
awaiting the Coroner’s post-mortem and in- 
quiry as to the cause of her death, which will 
be begun this afternoon. The post-mortem is 
perhaps necessary in the interests of science, 
but the inquiry is merely a matter of form, as

They went out into the rear yard, and, leaning 
over the hydrant, Ward urged his suit, 
requesting the girl to marry him at an early 
day. She refused, and be, upbraiding her for 
her faithlessness in receiving the attentions of 
another negro, drew arevolver and fired two 
shots point blank at her, the latter speeding 


true toits aim, piercing, her abdomen to the 
left ef the medium line. Ward huried 
his weapon aside und ran over 
to the corner of Ninth and 


Chestnut streets, where he was arrested by 
Sergeant schmittgens. 

Dr. Clopton wus called in attendahce and 
extracted the bullet, which pas. ed through the 
intestines and liver ‘lodging in the back, and 
pronounced the w ound fatal. The wounded 
girl lingered in a semi-unconscious condition 
until 1 o’clock in the afternoon, when death 

came, and the filth murder dur ng the month 
of August was recorded. 


The Murderer’s Statement. 

Through the courtesy of Chief of Police 
McDonough, a PostT-DIsPATCH representative 
was permitted to visit Ward, the murderer, in 
the Central District Police Station at noon to- 
day. 

William Ward is what may be termed a 
handsome negro. He is of the medium stature 
anda weight,and hasafrank,open countenance, 
which would not brand him as a murderer. He 
is only twenty-four years of age and has re- 
ceived through daily intercourse with business 
men a faireducation. Forthe last few weeks 
be has been supcerintending a gang of roust- 
abouts on the Levee, loading and unloading 
steamers,and has bcen pretty successful from a 
financiul point of view. When his name was 
called he came out from his cell to the desk in 
the corridor and, taking a convenient chair, 
announced himself ready to make a statement 
regarding the shooting. 

‘*] regret very deeply thatthis has happened 
(meaning the murder) torlI loved Annie ana 
velieved she loved meinreturn. Iwas not re- 
sponsible for what I did, tor I was out of my 
wind, 

CRARED BY DRINK.

The Inquest. 
At 2 o'clock this afternoon the jurors, com- 


prising R. A. Dyer, John Ehrharat, Edwin 
Fitzgerald, George D. Fisher, H. J. Harvey 


and Frederick Barthold,were summoned, and, 
together wit®the witnesses,comprising a dozen 
negroes of all ages, sexes and sizes, were 
escortcd tothe Morgue, where the body was 
viewed. 

Though butafew short hours had elapsed 
since Ward fired the fatal shot and death 
siepped in, the tace of the dead girl was 
swoollen and greatly chan‘red. Tke pallor of 
death was marked to a greater degree than is 
usual in cases where death is the result of vio- 
lence, and the face all in all was very 
repulsive. Aiter the usual tormalities of 
swearing the jurors and the witnesses 
the Coroner’s office was returned to, where 

ALICE JOHNSON, 
the first witness,was called to the stand. Alice, 
who is the principal witness against Ward, be- 
ing the only one who witnessed the shooting, 


stated that she resided on St. Charles street, 
near Eleventh street, and attimes worked out 
tor a livelibood. As regards the shooting she 
testified : 

‘On last Saturday night I was at the resi- 
dence of Annie Lewis, Ne. 718 Market street.

his attentions to Annie Lewis. When the 
shots were fired I was looking direct- 
ly at Ward and Annie, and saw 
the flashes. I was seated just within the door- 
way.’’ 

Ward appears perfectiy indifferent 


as to whut will be the result of thein- 
quest. He hasengaged Martinand Grasty to 
defend bim, and puts explicit confidence in 


their management of the case. While 
Alice Johnyon was delivering her 
testimony hoe rat calmly * at 
her side, manifesting a slight degree of inter- 


est at times. 

The inquest is in progress, and will consume 
the entire afternoon. The post-mortem will 
also be conducted this afternoon.

The striking coopers bave l'ttle ercouraze- 
ment trom the bo: * ‘oopers, wno 8ii'l refase to 
sgreeto their demands. It they continue much 
longer their resist.nce, the coopers propose to 
startashop ofttte’rown, avd in this manne 
defeat the siubbor.ress o: teir emp'oyers. 
Resolut‘ons ave a’*racvy drawa up and ready 
tor presentation for the avpointmeat o: suita- 
bie committe*s td mo' 6 arcanrcement* for the 
establishment of a co-operative union cooper- 
shop. Several oftbe prominent strikers have 
b«ecn regotiatine with the proprietors of the 
cld Missovri Car Stop and Foundry, corner of 
‘mith and Main sirrets, ior tue purpose of as- 
celtainingif that pi oper:vy could be leased by 
them in tbe evea. thev sbovld conclude to do 
business for themse'ves. The building is a 
large one, and cortain*s a bo.lcr and other ma- 
chinery that could be utilized by the coopers, 
and but litt'e extra exdense would be 
necessary to metamorpho:e it into a first-class 
cooper shop. About five hun‘red hands could 
find room for employment and furnish the city 
with all the cooperage needed, and have a lii- 
tletospure. Anumberof millers favor thi 
scheme, and will advance money to the new 
company ,receiving barrels at the regular price 
in return for theloans. The coopers would 
prefer working for their old employers rather 
than take this new departure, but are deter- 
mined to resort to this alternative if their cause 
is mucb longer ignored. 

The meeting at Vorwaerts Hall was called to 


order this morning at 10 o’clock, the minutes 
of the previous meeting read and approved. 

Col. Fenton, from the committee appointed 
to wait upon Messrs. Bailey & Bro., real estate
